Turning a deaf ear to the petition 


of 27 members of the state senate, eom- 
prising a majority of that body, for a 


special session of the general assembly,

sented today. The Troup county peti- 
tion seeking to enjoin Daniel from 
paying out state finds is to come up 
for a hearing Saturday. 

$1,300,000 Tied Up. 

The large oil companies operating 
within the state announced during the 
day that they had agreed to place 
their February tax collections, totaling 
approximately $1,300,000, which ob- 
servers believe Talmadge needs badly 
to halt a steady drain upon his cash 
reserve, in Atlanta banks and send 
checks to the capitol payable to “the

Lobby Committee Will

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The 
senate lobby investigating committee 
was disclosed today to be investigat- 
ing reports that republican and Lib- 
erty League sources financed the re-

Roosevelt Requests Con- 

gress to Appropriate 
$1,500,000,000 To Aid 
Nation’s Unemployed. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—2)— 
President Roosevelt today appealed 
directly to business to increase em- 
ployment, declaring that upon it rest- 
ed the responsibility as to whether 
the. new $1,500,000,000 relief fund he 
asked of congress would be adequate. 

In a special message asking that a 
lump sum deposit of a billion and a 
half be placed to the credit of WPA 
for the 1937 fiscal year—a request 
that brought promise of a major bat- 
tle in congress—the chief executive 
placed special emphasis upon a call 
to industry to “organize a common 
effort” to provide more jobs. 

Up te Industry. 

“Only if industry fails to reduce 
substantially the number of those now 
out of work will another appropria- 
tion and further plans and policies 
be necessary,” he said. 

Declaring that about $1,600,000,000 
would be available to add to the $1,- 
500,000,00 he requested. Mr. Roosevelt 
presented this picture of the present 
relief situation : 5,300,000 families and 
unattached persons are in need of pub- 
lic assistance (3,800,000 on the works 
program and 1,500,000 on local and 
state rolls).

KOENIGSBERG, March 18.—(#) 
Adolf Hitler, carrying his campaign 
for a united Germany in the reichstag 
elections March 29 to a mass meeting 
here tonight, declared he ized 
only one court in the world—that of 
the German people. 

Speaking with his accustomed fire, 
Der Fuehrer seemed more sure of him- 
self than in his previous addresses at 
Munich and Frankfort-on-Maine now 
that a German delegation is in Lon- 
don to take part in the League of Na- 
tions council’s discussions resulting 
from the reoccupation of the Rhine- 
land by troops. 

He told his audience he was fighting 
for “a union of peoples on a basis of 
self-determination.”

A French spokesman said early to- 
day that Locarno members have 
agreed tentatively on a plan to ad- 
just German reoccupation of the

Informed French quarters said the 
provisional plan contains three points 
forming a compromise between the 
British and French viewpoints: 

1. An appeal shall be made to The 
Hague court for decision on the 
Franco-soviet mutual military assist- 
ance freaty. 

2. Measures shall be taken to pre- 
serve the status of the Rhine zone 
pending arbitration with the possibil- 
ity of an international force, perhaps 
British and Italian, to control the ter- 
ritory. 

3. Guarantees of mutual assistance 
among remaining Locarno members in 
ease of an attack.

Roosevelt Expected To 
Approve Measure Be- 
fore Starting Trip South 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—(>)— 
The $2,889,751,905 independent of- 
fices appropriation bill carrying $440,- 
000,000 for the new farm program 
and $1,730,000 for bonus prepayment 
was sent to the White House today 
for anticipated speedy approval by 
President Roosevelt. 

With the start of the soil conserva- 
tion-subsidy operations reported de- 
pendent upon receiving the funds, the 
executive was expected to sign the 
supply bill into law before leaving 
tomorrow afternoon for his southern 
fishing vacation. 

The house overrode republican op- 
position to approve a conference re- 
port on the measure, whereupon the

PITTSBURGH, March 18.—The 
terrified population of this capital of 
steel went sleepless tonight as it 
struggled weakly against hunger 
thirst, fire, disease and pillage caused 
by the most devastating flood in its 
history. 

Seven hundred thousand persons, 
their homes struck by a watery ava- 
lanche off the western stepe of the 
Allegheny mountains, faced three days 
without artificial heat and_light. 

One thousand national guardsmen 
patrolled its business streets in every 
available boat, enforcing sterm® orders 
against looting and fighting to answer 
pleas for food. 

Water of the Allegheny Monoga- 
hela had flooded the city beyond 


co tion, Hungry mea and womeu

$1,000,000 for Rescue. 

There was no private transporta- 
tion by water. Every boat was or- 
dered: surrendered to the police. Every 
gas, power and steam line was wreck 
ed. One-third of the population faced 
a water famine. Two ecore firemen 
and policemen lay injured in hospitals. 

The city council voted $1,000,000 
to the work of rescue. The army, 
the Red Cross and the WPA pitched 
in. Over-loaded shuttle trains, almost 
the only surface transportation, evacu- 
ated thousands from the downtown 
district. Many suburban families 
wondered whether their missing mem- 
bers were alive or dead. 

Rivers boiled off the Allegheny 
watershed both east and west, taking 
30 lives in Pennsylvania, terrifying 
every river town and rushing to the 
midwest and the Atlantic ocean with 
threats of carnage such as they had 
left. upstream. 


On the eastern side of the rain- 
swept mountains the Susquehanna 
river forecast a new all-time high rec- 
ord. The Juniata, the Delaware, 
Schuylkill, Lehigh and their tribu- 
taries stormed south and east, mak- 
ing thousands homeless. 

Mines were flooded or closed to 


save the lives of their toilers. Twenty 
newspapers failed to go to press, 
Water Supply Cut. 

Pittsburgh closed its business sec- 
tion to commerce. Safety Director 
Thomas A. Dunn told building own- 
ers in the “Golden Triangle’”—where 
most of the nation’s steel is bought 
and sold—not to- open for business 
tomorrow. He suggested that office 
keys be surrendered to the men armed 
to guard them.

$3,000,000 ASKED 


Agencies To Aid in Res- 
cue and Relief Work. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—(4)— 
The government tonight rushed: aid 
to flood sufferers on eastern United 
States flood fronts while the Red 
Cross appealed to the nation to con- 
tribute a $3,000,000 relief fund. 


Scanning a swiftly growing stack 
of reports on death and .estruction 
from racing streams, President Roose- 
velt created a centralized emergency 
flood relief committee of high gov- 
ernment officials. 

Admiral Cary T. Grayson, chair- 
man of the American Red Cross, esti- 
mated that 38,000 families already 
were under care of that organization 
and made a midnight call for con- 
tributions to carry on relief. 

“Floods are raging through at least 
11 states, bringing loss and suffering 
to countless families,” Grayson said 
in a formal statement. “To meet 
minimum basic needs of these fami- 
lies, the Red Cross is appealing to 
the nation for a “#3,000,000 disaster 
relief fund.” | 

81 Workers in Field. 

Grayson learned that 81 trained 
disaster workers were already in the 
field directing relief, with thousands 
of volunteers assisting them. Other 
Red Cross workers prepared tonight 
to enter the field tomorrow. 

Of the 38,000 families already un- 
der Red Cross care, 12,000 are lo- 
— in Pittsburgh, Admiral Grayson 
said. 

The government hastened tonight to 
divert a deluge from its own capital 
doors, officials heeding a warning that 
a flood crest greater.than any this 
century, might sweep down the Po- 
tomac and into the capital, ordered 
sandbag dikes thrown up.

that we have a responsibility upon 
us, and especially so when we have 
been accused of neglect of duty, when, 
as a matter of fact, 45 senators had 
no part in the conference in which 
an appropriation bill was not passed. 

The crisis which has developed in 
the affairs of the state of Georgia, 
touching, as it does the individual 
welfare -of every single citizen, has 
become a fundamental! issue in whic 
the entire citizenry should take an 
active staud. The courts have de- 
cided that the government of Georgia 
cannot operate’ legally without legis- 
lative appropriations. This has re- 
sulted in bringing the operations of 
the state to a standstill. The state 
of Georgia mugt.go on. . Its imstitu- 
tions and functgjons mugt be cared for. 
There must be*providedig legal chan- 
nel through which th operations 
can be maintained. 

You declare that the calling of.a 
special session is not mandatory upon 
you, but is solely within your dis- 
cretion. We believe that if you, as 

overnor, are sincere in your love 
or this state, which has richly en- 
dowed you with her gifts, you will 
agree with us that the crisis which 
has devolved upon you a mandatory 
obligation to issue _ the call that 
Georgia in its operations May again 
become sane and normal. 

We are not actuated by any self- 
ish, personal or political ambition. 
Our sole purpose and desire is that 
we might render a service to our 
state and to that end we are calling 
on all members of the executive and 
legislative branches, namely, the 
Governor, the senators and members 
of the house, to lay aside political 
factionalism, personal selfishness 
and ambitions and come together as 
loyal Georgians to harmoniously ren- 
der a signal service to the state 
which we all love and which is crying 
for our help in her dire need. 

Let us trust that there is no pub- 
lic servant from the highest to the 
lowest whose patriotism is so lacking, 
whose love of his commonwealth is 
so void, that his heart and conscience 
has shriveled into insignificance so 
that he will in such a crisis listen 
to the promptings of his own selfish 
greed and turn a deaf ear to the 
need of his commonwealth. —

Police Believe Unemployed 
Bricklayer ‘Faked’ Plight 
for Publicity.

OCALA, Fla., March 18.—()—Of- 
ficers tonight said an investigation 
had led them to believe George J. 
Timmerman, unemployed bricklayer, 
had permitted someone to crucify him. 

Timmerman was unfastened by po- 
lice this morning from a rough wood- 
en cross. Four and  one-half-inch 
spikes had been driven through his 
hands and feet and his lips had been 
sewed together with doubled thread. 

James rhite, worker on the cross- 
Florida ship canal, and friend of 
Timmerman, was arrested late today 
and subjected to a long questioning. 
It was he who told police of Timmer- 
man’s plight. 

Officers said White told them he 
was passing a wooded spot within 
the city limits and heard groans. In- 
vestigating, he said, he found ‘Timmer- 
man, whose head was covered by a 
large hunting coat.

In his long-awaited message, Pres- 


ident Roosevelt asserted that at least|- 


5,000,000 more persons were at work 
last December than in March, 1933. 
He added: : 

“The trend of re-employment is up- 
ward. But this trend, at its present 
rate of progress, is inadequate. I pro- 
pose, therefore, that we ask private 
business to extend its operations to 
absorb an increasing number of un- 
employed. 

“Frankly, there is little evidence 
that large and small employers by in- 
dividual and unco-ordinated action 
can bsorb large numbers of new em- 
ployes. A vigorous effort on a nation- 
al scale is necessary by voluntary, 
concerted action of private industry.” 

Don’t Fear Anti-Trust Act. 

Mr. Roosevelt said that under NRA 
the nation learned the value of short@r 
working’ ‘Sours and added that, while 
the anti-trust laws would be vigor 
ously enforced, “There is nothing in 
these or any other laws which would 
prohibit managers of private business 
from working together to increase pro- 
duction and employment. 

“We have learned,” he said, “the 
difficulties of attempting to reduce 
hours of work in all trades and indus- 
tries to a common level or to increase 
all wage payments at a uniform rate. 

“But in any single industry we have 
found that it is possible by united ac- 
tion to shorten hours, increase em- 
ployment and, at the same time, main- 
tain weekly, monthly or yearly earn- 
ings of the individual. 

“It is my belief that if the leaders 
in each industry will organize a com- 
mon effort to increase employment 
within that industry, employment will 
increase substantially. 

“In so far as their efforts are suc- 
cessful, the cost to the federal gov- 
ernment of caring for the destitute 
unemployed will be lessened, and, if 
the employment gains are substantial 
enough, no additional appropriation 
by the next congress for the fiscal 
year 1987 will be necessary. 

Cost Depends on Industry. 
“The ultimate cost of the federal 


‘works program will thus 


be deter- 
mined by private enterprise. Federal 
assistance which arose as a result of 
industrial disemployment can be ter- 
minated if industry itself removes un- 
derlying conditions. 

“Should industry co-operatively 
achieve the goal of re-employment, 
the appropriation of $1,500,000,000, 
together with the unexpended balances 
of previous appropriations, will suf- 
fice to carry the federal works pro- 
gram through the fiscal year 1937. 
Only if industry fails to reduce sub- 
stantially the number. of those now 
out of work will another appropria- 
tion and further plans and policies be 
necessary. 

“Tt is the task of industry to make 
further efforts toward increased out- 
put and employment; and I urge in- 
dustry to accept this responsbbility. 

“I present this problem and this 
opportunity definitely to the man- 
agers of private business: and I of- 
fer in aid of its solution the co-opera- 
tion of all the appropriate depart- 
ments and agencies of the federal gov- 
ernment.” 

To Cost $3,500,000,000. 

Saying the federal government must 
icontinue providing work for those 
who cannot be taken care of by state 
and local funds, Mr. Roosevelt report- 
ed that actual relief expenditures dur- 
ing this fiscal year would amount to 
about $3,500.000,.000. 

In the 1937 fiscal year, he said, 
more than $1,000,000,000 would be 
spent from. prior appropriations which 
are already allocated. In -addition, 
he provided in his January budget 
message for $600,000,000 to carry on 
the Civilian Conservation Corps and 
complete large public works projects 
started this year, yma By total. of 
about $1.600.000.000 to added to

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WASHINGTON, March 18.—(AP) 
The text of President Roosevelt's 
message on the new relief program 
delivered to the congress of the 
United States: | 


In my budgét message of January 
3, 1936, I reserved making a recom- 
mendation for an appropriation for 
the relief of unemployment, stating 
that an estimate and recommendation 
could be better made at a later date. 
I am now prepared to submit such a 
recommendation, and.this message 
should be regarded as supplemental 
to the budget message. 


In asking the congress for an ap- 
propriation to meet the needs of the 
destitute unemployed during the 
me fiscal year, certain facts 
should be clearly set forth. 


(1) Since the spring of 1933 there 
has been a gain in re-employment in 
each successive year. At least 5,000,- 
000 more people were at work in 
December, 1935, than in March, 1933. 

(2) In spite of these great gains, 
there are at present approximately 
5,300,000 families and unattached 
persons who are in need of some form 
of public assistance—3,800,000 fam- 
ilies and unattached persons on the 
works program and 1,500,000 on lo- 
cal and state relief rolls. Every 
thinking person knows that this prob- 
lem of unemployment is the most 
difficult one before the country. 


DO NOT INCLUDE 
ALL SEEKING WORK 


(3) These figures, large as they 

are, do not of course include all 
those who seek work in the United 
States. In none of these figures is 
included the many unemployed who 
are not on relief but who are ex- 
periencing great difficulties in main- 
taining independent support. Neither 
are there included many others not 
on the relief rolls who are content 
with occasional employment; nor 
some who are so constituted that they 
do not desire to work; nor many 
young people who cannot get work 
and are obliged to share the liveli- 
hood earned by their parents, Be- 
cause of the impossibility of an exact 
definition of what constitutes unem- 
ployment, no figures which purport 
to estimate the total unemployed in 
the nation can be even approximately 
accurate, 
* (4) Nearly all the 1,500,000 un- 
employable families or unemployable 
unattached persons are being cared 
for almost wholly from state or lo- 
cal funds. A very small number of 
these families or individuals have 
begun to receive a comparatively 
small amount of federal aid under 
the provisions of the social security 
act. 

The foregoing figures indicate the 
problem before us. It is a problem to 
be faced not merely by the congress 
and the executive, not merely by the 
representatives of government in the 
states and localities, but by all of 
the American people. It is not ex- 
clusively the problem of the poor and 
the unfortunate themselyes. It is 
more particularly the problem of 
those who have been more fortunate 
under our system of government and 
our economy. 

LOCAL RESOURCES 
FREELY DRAWN UPON 


It will not do to say that these 
needy unemployed must or should 
shift for themselves. It will not be 
good for any of us to take that at- 
titude. Neither will it do to say that 
it is a problem for the states and the 
localities. If we concede that it is 
primarily the duty of each locality 
to care for its destitute unemployed, 
and that if its resources are inade- 
quate, it must then turn to the state 
jor help, we. must still face the fact 
that the credit and the respurces of 
"local governments and states have 
been freely drawn upon in the last 
few years and they have not been 
sufficient. 

It has been said by persons ig- 
norant or careless of the truth that 
federal relief measures have encour- 
aged states, counties and municipal- 
ities to shirk their duty and shift 
their financial responsibilities to the 
federal government. The fact is that 
during 1935 state and local govern- 
ments spent $466,000,000 for emer- 
gency relief, which was 13 per cent

INCREASE UNJUSTIFIED 
To expect that states and munici- 
lities should at the present time 
ra vastly in ropor 
u- 
tional limitations, and the fact that 
most of our counties and municipali- 
ties are only now emerging from tax 
delinquency difficulties. Let us fur- 
ther remember that by far the 
largest part of local taxes is levied 
on real estate. To increase this farm 
of tax burden on the small property 
owners of the nation would be un- 
justified. It is true that. some 
states, fortunately few, have taken 
an undue advantage of federal ap- 
propriations, but most states have co- 
operated wholeheartedly in raising re- 
lief funds, even to the extent of 
amending state constitutions, It is 
not desired in the next fiscal year 
to encourage any states to continue 
to shirk. The federal government 
cannot maintain relief for unemploy- 
ables in any state. 

The federal government, then, faces 
the responsibility of continuing ‘to 
provide work for the needy unem- 
ployed who cannot be taken care of 
by state and local funds. 

During the current year, the cost 
of relief actually paid out of the 
treasury will amount to approxi- 
mately $3,500,000,000. 

During the next fiscal year, 1937, 
more than $1,000,000, will be 
spent out of the treasury from prior 
year appropriations. Practically all 
of these expenditures will be from 
allocations made to large projects 
which could not possibly be complet- 
ed within this fiscal year. In ad- 
dition to this amount, the budget 
contains estimated expenditures ag- 
gregating $600,000,000 from appro- 
priations recommended for the Civil- 
ian Conservation Corps and various 
public works. 


FARM ACT REQUIRES 
SUBSTITUTE LEVIES 

If to this total of $1,600,000,000 
there were added $2,000,000,000 to 
be expended for relief in the fiscal 
year 1937, the total for this purpose 
would just about equal the amount 
that is being now expended in the 
fiscal year 1936. An appropriation 
in this amount would be within the 
limit set by the budget message, and 
would in effect provide for the 
third successive year a reduction in 
the deficit. 

This statement as to the budget 
program of course depends upon the 
action of the congress with respect 
to the substitute taxes, the reim- 
bursement taxes and the new taxes 
which I have recommended to replace 
the lost revenues and to supply the 
new revenue made necessary by the 
decision of the supreme court invali- 
dating the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act and by the action of the con- 
gress in appropriating for the imme- 
diate payment at the 1945 value of 
the veterans’ adjusted service cer- 
tificates. This latter action, as you 
will recall, requires additional rev- 
enue in the amount of $120,000,000 
annually for nine years. The agricul- 
ture program requires annual sub- 
stitute taxes of $500,000,000 and 
there must be raised within the next 
three years $517,000,000 of revenue 
to reimburse the treasury for pro- 
cessing taxes lost in this fiscal year 
by reason of the supreme court’s de- 
cision. 

I am, however, not asking this 
congress to appropriate $2,000,- 
ASKS $1,500,000,000 
WPA APPROPRIATION 

I am asking only for an appropria- 
tion of $1,500,000,000 to the Works 
Progress Administration. It will be 
their responsibility to provide work 
for the destitute unemployed. This 
request together with those previously 
submitted to the congress to provide 
for the Civilian Conservation Corps 
and certain public works will, if act- 
ed upon favorable by the congress, 
give security during the next fiscal 
year to those most in need, on con- 
dition, however, that private em- 
ployers hire many of those now on 
relief rolls. 

The trend of re-employment is up- 
ward. But this trend, at its present 
rate of progress, is inadequate. I 
propose, therefore, that we ask pri- 
vate business to extend its opera- 
tions so as to absorb an increasing 
number of the unemployed. 

Frankly, there is little evidence 
that large and small employers by 
individual and unco-ordinated action 
can absorb large numbers of new 
employes. A vigorous effort on a na- 
tional scale is necessary by voluntary, 
concerted action of private industry. 

Under the National Recovery Ad- 
ministration, the nation learned the 
value of shorter hours in their appli- 
cation to a whole industry. In al- 
most every case, the shorter hours 
were approved by the great majority 
of individual oper@tors within the 
industry. To the federal government 
was given the task of policing against 
the minority who came to be known 
as “chiselers.” It was clear that 

“chiseling” by a few would under- 
mine and eventually. destroy the 
large, honest majority. But the pub- 
lic authority to require the shorter 
hours agreed upon has been seriously 
curtailed by limitations recently im- 
posed by the supreme court upon 
federal as well as state powers. 
LAWS INTENDED TO BAN 
RESTRAINT OF TRADE 

Nevertheless, while the provisions 
of the anti-trust laws, intended to 
prohibit restraint of trade, must and 
shall be fully and vigorously enforced, 
there is nothing in these or. any oth- 
er laws which would prohibit man- 
agers of private business from work- 
ing together to increase production 
and employment. Such efforts would 
indeed be the direct opposite of a 
conspiracy in restraint of trade. 
Many private employers believe that 
if left to themselves they can accom- 
plish the objectives we al] seek. 

We have learned the difficulties of 
attempting to reduce hours of work 
in all trades and industries to a 
common level or to increase all wage 
payments at a uniform rate. But 
in any single industry we have found 
that it is possible by united action 
to shorten hours, increase employ- 
ment, and, at the same time, main- 
tain weekly, monthly or yearly earn- 
ings of the individual. It is my be- 
lief that if the leaders in each in- 
dustry will organize a common effort 
to increase employment within that 
industry, employment will increase 
substantially. 

In so far as their efforts are suc- 
cessful, the cost to the federal gov- 
ernment of caring for the destitute 
unemployed will be lessened, and, if 
the employment gains are substantial 
enough, no additional appropriation 
by the next congress for the fiscal 
year 1937 will be necessary. 

PRIVATE ENTERPRISE 

TO DETERMINE COST 

The ultimate cost of the federal 
works program will thus be deter- 
mined by private enterprise. Federal 
assistance which arose as a result of 
industrial disemployment can be 
terminated if industry itself re- 
moves the underlying conditions. 
Should. _ industry co-operatively 
achieve the of re-em

As Bannister and Richards assented 
to the pleas of guilt, Bannister spoke 
up in a recaps ¢ voice : 

“Your honor, I know I have done 
wrong. If you'll just have mercy on 
mé this time, I’ll never appear before 
you again.” 

Both Carpenter and Doughman 
moved forward and told the judge that 
“these two boys are good country boys 
who have made a mistake and realize 


Doughman said that Richards had 
merely “been hanging around a ga- 
rage. I know they’re not bad boys. 
They have no money. There is no 
money in this case for Mr. Carpenter 
or me.” 

Carpenter added: 

“They know they are guilty, your

“T shall sentence each of you to 
two years’ imprisonment and. shall 
fine each of you $1,000,” announced 
the judge. “That is maximum pen- 
alty under the law and I consider it 
too lenient in this ease.”

GERMANY IS PLEASED 
WITH LONDON ATTITUDE 

BERLIN. March 18.—(4)—The 
German government viewed the inter- 
national situation with the greatest 
optimism tonight after the departure 
of its delegation for the League of Na- 
tions’ Locarno talks in London. 

The government-controlled press re- 
flected a spirit of hopefulness such 
as has not existed in Germany since 
the remilitarization of the Rhineland.

This was contrasted with -the British 
attitude, described as one of hearty 
approval.

Since the latter proposal would 
necessitate material delay in adjust- 
ing state laws to make co-operation 
pessible, the proponents of the plan 
will undoubtedly seek to have it 
accepted as a Strictly federal gov- 
ernment project. 

In its navigation feature, the 
project would create a year-around 
six-foot channel in the Savannah 
river from Augusta to the sea, while 
the huge reservoir that would be 
created would permit the elimina- 
tion of flood destruction in a large 
area. It is estimated that enough 
power can be generated to serve 


the normal needs, especially in rural’ 


sections, of an area as large as Geor- 
gia, North and South Carolina.

VENIZELOS DIES 
The death in exile in Paris of 
Eleutherio Venizelos, former pre- 


“father of the Greek republic,” re- 


_|movées a leader who has for many 


years been the stormy petrel of gov- 
ernmental affairs in the Hellenic 
nation. 

Following the World War, Veni- 
zelos, a native of Crete, became rec- 
ognized, as the result of several bold 
strokes, as the “strong man” of 
Greece. Without his leadership it 
is doubtful that the country would 
have made the experiment in demo- 


wk (cratic government—an experiment 


that came to an end last fall with 
the restoration of the throne and- 
the recalling of King George. 
Venizelos proved more powerful 
as the enemy of existing govern- 
ments’ than as a governmental lead- 
When he assumed the duties 
of premier more than a decade ago 
his influence was such as to lead 
to predictions that he would dictate 
the affairs of the government as 
long as he desired, ~ | 
His administrative weakgesses and 
his stern handling of those who op- 
posed him caused him to rapidly 
lose strength, and he was deposed 
after a comparatively short dictator- 
ship. Since that time he periodi- 
cally headed revolts, seeking to 
cverthrow the democratic govern- 
ment, as he had the royalist regime, 
but all ended in disaster. 
After the failure of the bloody 
revolution of a year ago he fled to 
Paris and refused to return to 
Greece, although he was granted 
amnesty by King George and urged 
to return to his native land. 
In his activities against outside 
foes, Venizelos served his country 
valiantly and valuably, but his spirit 
of revolt, while leading to many 
governmental reforms, cost his 
country heavily in money, men and 
stability. 
With the restoration of the 
throne much that he had striven for 
during his turbulent life was erased. 
While an outstanding patriot and 
statesman, his lack of constructive 
leadership caused his service to his 
country to be an unfortunate mix- 
ture of good and bad accomplish- 
ments.

The Psychology 


Of Fear. 


The most curious feature of that 
pall of gloom which spread over fhe 
whole of northern Ethiopia after the 
recent Italian advance is that it was 
more of a psychological mood 
brought on by Italian propaganda 
far more than by the actual fighting. 
The lack of precise information on the 
state of affairs at the front, the 
failure of the Ethiopian authorities 
to give out an occasional news-bulle- 
tin, was seized upon by the Italians 
to inundate the country with faise 
news. The broadcasts by the Italian 
radio stations did more to discourage 
the Ethiopians than Marshal Badog- 
lio’s men aud machines. In each 
Ethiopian town there are at least 
two or three persons who own a fa- 
dio. They are generally the most 
prominent people. Several Italian 
stations broadcast a review of the war 
situation in the Amharic language. 
But Addis Ababa has no broadcasting 
station, nor does it send out com- 
muniques except an occasional cryp- 
tie dispatch via wireless telegraph to 
foreign countries. a

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


Large doses of uric acid adminis- 
tered to a normal person cause no 
apparent ill effects, certainly noth- 
ing in the least comparable with gout 
or any form of arthritis (rheumatism 
to you, old-timers). 

Deposits of mono-sodium urate are 
found in or near the joints in certain 
cases diagnosed as gout (or were 
found in the days of our fathers, 
though rarely today). Few physicians 
today helieve uric acid or such uratic 
deposits in the tissues the cause of 
any disease. Uric acid is a normal 


gad eener of the metabolism or com- 
bustion of certain nitrogenous food 
substances in the body, constant oxi- 
dation of tissue nuclei; the blood of 
a healthy rson contains approxi- 
mately one-fiftieth of a eo of uric 
acid in each ounce; the y excretes 
10 to 15 grains of uric acid daily. 
So we can’t ascribe disease to the 
presence of uric acid in the blood 
or to the deposit of uric acid salts 
in the tissues. Accurate analyses of 
blood fail to show any definite change 
in the uric acid level in cases ding: 
nosed as typical gout, and commonly 
show an excess of uric acid in quite 
different /affections, such as leukemia 
and pneumonia. In short, I blush 
like anything to admit, the evidence 
shows quite clearly that the medical 
profession guessed wrong when we 
adopted the uric acid concept of dis- 
ease. Changes in the quantity and 
character of the uric acid compounds 
in blood and tissues may be an index 
of the fault of metabolism, but cah- 
not tell us the cause of the trouble. 

If it is necessary to lower the in- 
take of the nitrogenous material from 
which uric acid is derived the physi- 
cian prescribes a purine-free diet, 
that is, foods which contain little or 
no purine base, and such diet ex- 
cludes altogether certain items, such 
as yeast, liver, sweetbread, brain, 
kidney, meat extracts, soups, gravies, 
beef tea, tea, coffee, cocoa, malt liq- 
uors, pork, mutton, chicken, veal, 
salmon, halibut. The purine-free diet 
allows free use of milk, eggs, cheese, 
butter, sugar, white bread, rice, tap- 
ioca, cabbage, cauliflower, lettuce, 
macaroni, strawberries, for elderly 
patients a little wine. Foods in the 
purine-poor list and therefore permis- 
sible in some circumstances are po- 
tatoes, onions, turnips, carrots, pars- 
nips, asparagus, rhubarb, _ spinach, 
dates, figs, codfish, oatmeal, 
peas, beans. 

Even the strictest purine-free diet 
gives only indifferent results, in the 
treatment of ailments regarded as of 
gouty nature. I suspect the only 
benefits of purine-free diet regimes 
are in reality (1) the lowered caloric 
intake, and (2) the increased intake 
of minerals and vitamins in such 
foods. 

Please note, old fogies, that nothing 
is said about “red” and “white” or 
“dark” and “light” meat — for the 
simple reason that there is no appre- 
ciable difference between them so far 
as uric acid metabolism is concerned. 
If you have followed a diet that sug- 
gests the contrary, you've been had, 
that’s all. The quack who prescribed 
or suggested your funny diet may 
not have deceived you intentionally; 
he just didn’t know any  better— 
that’s what keeps him quacking it like 
that. Meat is meat regardless of its 
color. 

Long before the new treatment of 
chronic arthritis with massive doses 
of vitamin D was developed we had 
postulated that the malady might be 
a manifestation of prolonged moder- 
ate vitamin shortage in mamy cases. 
This assumption is now proving true 
in the experience of physicians who 
are putting the treatment to a clin- 
ical test.

Redwood City, Cal., was next host 
to Lewis, where police arrested him 
for passing fictitious checks Februany 
21, 19384. Six months later, Indian- 
apolis. Ind.. officers arrested him for 
“vehicle taking.” Then Greencastle, 
Ind., heard of him. as William Car- 
diff, nasser of fictitious checks. He 
was found guiltv on trial and een- 
tenced to serve 90 days. Disposition 
of the case at Redwood and Indianap- 
olie were not given. 

Convicted in Greenville October 11, 
1934, Lewis appeared in Aflatna po- 
lice records February 17, 1935, charg- 
ed with cheating and swindling Mrs.

A tank car loaded 
with gasoline exploded in a railroad 
yard, starting a fire which destroyed 
six buildings. Flood waters. pre- 
vented firemen from reaching it. 

Gasoline stations exhausted their 
supplies. Street lights were dark. 
The South Pittsburg Water Company 
lost one of its main plants and 250,- 
000 customers fear they would 
thirst after tomorrow noon when an 
emergency supply at a substation will 
be drained. 

Mayor William McNair ordered the 
arrest of any merchant who .raised 
the price of food, clothing and. other 
necessities. 

Officials of light and power com- 
panies said they would need 24 hours 
to dry out electricit generating 
equipment after the flood subsides, 
an an equal amount of time to re- 
store steam and gas equipment. 

Prisoners Endangered. 
Manufacturing plants were decom- 
missioned, FPittsburgh’s three news- 
papers sent editorial and mechanical 
crews to near-by cities to work on ab- 
breviated editions. 

Pittsburgh's three rivers reached a 
height of 46 feet, or 21 feet above 
flood stage before receding. The stage 
was expected to be 42 feet at 8 a. m. 
tomorrow. The weather bureau’s 
measurement gauge was valueless be- 
yond 39.6 feet. 

Residents of the populous north side 
were most badly trapped. Muddy wa- 
ter swirled through the district. The 
al of homeless folk soared into the 
thousands. 

A score of explosions occurred as 
water struck hot boilers in homes and 
industrial plants. One of them injured 
30 persaps the other 19

In his statement, a copy of which 
went to each of the 27 members sign- 
ing the petition, the Governor said 


- if the 15-mill tax liimtation is 
enacted into the constitution and add- 
ed that. the general assembly then 
eould consider appropriations. 
The statement of the Governor fol- 
ows: 

In response to the petition present- 
ed to me with the signatures of 27 
members of the senate, requesting an 
immediate call for an extra session: 

I appreciate the right, not only of 
the members of the senate and the 
house, but of any citizen of Georgia, 
to petition the Governor on any mat- 
ter affecting the welfare of the state 
at any time. . 

To all such petitions, I give earn- 
est. consideration. 

In answer to this present petition, 
I wish to state the following: 

In 1933 Hon. Hamilton McWhor- 
ter was president of the senate. Hon. 
E ivers was speaker of the 
house. 

In 1983 there was an effort made 
to defeat the passage of a general 
appropriation bill so as to force the 
Governor to call a special session of 
the legislature. But, in 1933, a gen- 
eral appropriation bill was passed. 

After the adjournment of the reg- 
ular session in 1933, a proposition 
was put to Hon. Hamilton MceWhor- 
ter, president of the senate, to absent 
himself from the state of Georgia 
on some occasion when the Governor 
would also be outside of the state, 
so that Speaker E. D. Rivers, in line 
of succession, could come over and 
physically take charge of the gover- 
nor’s office. 

Be it said to the credit of Hon. 
Hamilton McWhorter that he abso- 
lutely refused to be a party to any 
such movement of treason against 
the state government. 

Senate Action. ' 

At the last regular session of the 
general assembly, the senate passed 
an appropriation bill within the an- 
ticipated revenue of the state, and 
the grandfather clause would apply 
3 each item of the appropriation 

ill. 

In my inaugural address I had ad- 
vocated this before the general as- 
sembly, to carry out the campaign 
pledge I had made the people of get- 
ting the state out of debt, and keep- 
ing it out of debt. 

There were three senate conference 
committees appointed to consider the 
differences between the house and the 
senate on the appropriation bill. 

While they were considering the 
appropriation bill on the last night 
of the session, Dr. S. V. Sanford 
came to my office about 9 o'clock 
and told me that, Speaker E. D. 
Rivers had just informed him that 
there was going to be an extra ses- 
sion of the legislature, and that no 
appropriation bill would be passed 
that night. 

After this statement from Speaker 
E. D. Rivers he appointed two more 
conference committees from the house 
to confer with conference committees 
from the senate. 

Harris Statement. 

At the last conference committee, 
Roy Harris stated to R. B. McWhor- 
ter, who was on the conference com- 
mittee from the senate, that the 
house -had promised certain things, 
and had put them in the appropria- 
tion bill, “and be damned if they 
were not going to do it, and the sen- 
ate committee might as well to make 
up their minds to that. effect, and 
to. take it all or leave it.” 

On this statement to the confer- 
ence committee, they disagreed. 

A speaker of the house and a floor 
leader. by parliamentary tactics can 
delay any measure and prevent a ma- 
jority from expressing their wishes 
on the appropriation bill. 

The great majority of the house 
and senate are composed of upright, 
honest men, who have the welfare 
of the state of Georgia at heart. The 
great majority of these honorable 
bodies do not want a governor's race 
conducted from the legislative halls. 

In an emergency it is the duty 
of the chief executive to carry on 
the functions of the government by 
proclamation. 

We have ample funds to run the 
state. We are out of debt for the 
first time since the War Between 
the States.

Last time the Detroit ball club had holdout trouble ‘twas 
Tyrus Raymond Cobb who made it. 
That was in 1913. And now, 23 years 
berg comes along to cause some more. 
But he will have to get into action if he wishes to make as 
much of his refusal to sign as 
did the Georgia Peach. Now, 
there was a holdout. 

It was April 26 before Ty 
Cobb signéd his Detroit con- 
tract. 
playing baseball for some time. 

The day Cobb broke in he 
got two hits, handled two 
chances and once went from 
first to third on an infield out. 
Cobb got an ovation from the 
fans as he walked back to the 
bench and put the old glare on 
Frank Navin, the owner. 

But the row leading up to 
the signing makes Hank Green- 
berg look like a Little Lord 
Fauntleroy. Ty Cobb gave 
them a battle. He organized 
the “Cobb Holdouts” and the 
team barnstormed the south, 


later, Hank Green- 


playing exhibition games. 

An automobile manufacturer in Chicago offered Cobb 
$15,000 and an automobile to become a salesman and Cobb 
was all set to accept the offer. He would have, too. He said 
he would stay in Augusta until Frank Navin asked him to come 
to Detroit. And he did. It was Navin who capitulated. 

Before that there had been statements and counter-state- 
ments. Cobb declared he was not owned “‘body and soul” by 
the Detroit club. Navin charged Cobb with being unwilling to 
take discipline, pointing out Cobb had punched fans in the nose, 
cussed hotel men for bad rooms and been very independent of 
the management. Hughie Jennings said, ‘We don’t need 
Cobb.” 

But they did. 


SALARIES—OLD AND NEW. 
Cobb had played for $2,500 in 1906. In 1909 he was 
making just $4,500. 
In 1913 he was asking for $15,000. 
And he then was admitted to be the greatest baseball player 
in the world. 
. (Less than two decades later Babe Ruth was drawing 
$80,000 per season.) 
Detroit was offering $12,500. Cobb got his - 
$15,000, plus a bonus for hitting a certain figure. Which 


he did, 

Hank Greenberg today is asking $40,000 per season and 
has been offered $25,000. Which is just an illustration of how 
salaries and baseball values have increased. Ty Cobb, voted 
almost unanimously as the greatest player the game ever knew, 
never was in the big baseball money. 

Yet he is reported to be worth well over $1,000,000 today. 
He salted it away. In 1913 he had enough to thumb a nose 


at the Detroit managentent. 


GREENBERG’S POSITION. 

Greenberg’s position has its humorous side. 

He was named the most valuable player in the American 
league. So, he wants to be paid for it. It isn’t an unreason- 
able request, baseball values being what they are. 

He feels himself the successor to Babe Ruth as base- 
ball’s outstanding slugger. So he wants some money 
which resembles that which Ruth made. 

If he gets it, he will be paid more than Mickey Cochrane 
receives. And the other players would be fit to be tied, so to 
speak. They already are having their money troubles. Al 
Simmons was brought in at big money and the Tigers, never a 
high-priced club, are a bit jealous. 

The word is that Hank Greenberg will play for $25,000 
or not at all. 

Should he be paid $40,000 the Tigers would be grousing 
ail year at their smaller salaries, 

Greenberg may not want to toss $25,000 out the 
window, but he’s in a position to stay out. It’s a ques- 
tion of will power. 

And he has quite a lot to go before he matches Ty Cobb’s 
holdout record of 1913. 


_ THE BASEBALL “TRUST.” 

It was during Ty Cobb’s long holdout spree that a congress- 
— = Illinois introduced a bill to investigate the baseball 
“trust.” | 

It will be interesting some day to see what the su- 
preme court will rule on baseball. The present con- 
tract never has been carried to the highest courts. 

It is a curious contract. Under it the player who signs 
becomes the property of the club. If he refuses to play for the 
salary offered, he is liable to suspension for one year. He can- 
not play with any other ball club in organized baseball. He 
has no rights at all—absolutely none. If his contract is for one 
year only, he still is on the “reserve list” and no other club can 
touch him. 

All the contractual rights are with the owners. 

Some day a ball player will take a contract fight all the 
way up. 

When the decision comes, it will be interesting. 


__ ‘NECESSARY NOISE.” 
The Memphis baseball club was threatened with an:injunc- 


| tion by a hospital located near the ball park if they attempted 


night baseball. 

Now it has been agreed the club can play night ball 
but games must end by 10 o’clock. Which is a good 
rule, hospital or not.

Most famous of all decisions is the one handed down by 
an Oklahoma court a few years ago. 

An umpire sued for damages, claiming he had been slan- 
dered when a baseball writer referréd to him as a robber. 

The court held that the words “robber and thief” were the 
usual words hurled at a baseball umpire, that they were a part 
of the game, and therefore he was not liable for damages.

REGULATION OF WAGES 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—(?) 
Equal representation of labor and in- 
dustry on a federal commission to reg- 
ulate wages, hours and child labor 
was recomménded today by George L. 
Berry’s industrial council. 

In a report to President Roosevelt, 
the council said that lengthened work- 
ing hours and wage reductions since 
the end of NRA was creating “unfair 
competition, unemployment and low 
consuming power.” 

As a remedy, the council urged en- 
actment of legislation to set up a 
commission to fix maximum hours and 
wages, with its power based upon the 
constitution’s commerce clause. 

The report was one of seven recom- 
mending means the council thought 
would speed industrial recovery.
